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taken alone or in combination, fails to teach or fairly suggest a robust customizable 
computing system comprising at least among other limitations: a processing control unit 
having a non-peripheral based encasement and an electrical printed circuit board 
configuration that comprises multiple interconnected boards, wherein the non-peripheral 
based encasement comprises a main support chassis having a plurality of wall supports 
coupled to a plurality of junction centers, said plurality of junction centers comprising 
board receiving channels that are configured to receive at least a portion of each of said 
multiple interconnected boards as set forth in claims 1, 15 and 16. Claims 2-14, and 17- 
20 are dependent claims from claims 1 and 16, respectively.
